It is a very interesting set, and 
is known as the Denver issue, because it was printed by a large 
lithograph house in Denver, Colorado, for the Villa Government.

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South American Air Mail 


By “Flying Argosy” in The Philatelic Magazine 


jHE amazing growth in 
the number of air lines 
operated in South 
America and the tre- 
mendous mileage cov- 

ES) ered by them may very 
well be understood by a glance at 
a good map. Here we have a group 
of countries, all entirely independ- 
ent of each other, linked up in an 
inadequate manner by railways or 
steamships—but only to such a 
degree that the ports and principal 
cities are cared for. The interior 
of most of the countries—ex- 
tremely rich in natur al resources— 
is practically devoid of modern 
means of communication; partly 
owing to the configuration of the 
land and partly owing to lack of 
financial resources. Take Colombia, 
for instance; the principal towns 
of this country all lie upon the 
banks of that great river, the 
Barranquilla — Bogota, Cartagena, 
Medellin, etc., and until 1920 the 
only means of communication with 
these towns from the Port of Bar- 
ranquilla was by river steamer— 
the river being a very winding one 
it may be imagined that this was a 
lengthy procedure. Since, however, 
the German concern the “Sociedad 
Colombo Alemana de Transportes 
Aereos” obtained a concession from 
the Colombian government to oper- 
ate a seaplane mail and passenger 
service it is possible to write from 
England to a point in the interior 
of Colombia and receive a reply up 
to three weeks sooner than would 
before have been possible. 

This service has functioned con- 
tinuously since 1920 to the present 
day and with such success that not 
only have the operating company 
been able to extend the scope of 
their work—in 1928 a branch line 
was run between Barranquilla and 
Guayaquil—but they have also been 
able to substantially reduce their 
rates both for mail and passenger 
traffic. Apart from this enterprise, 





however, it was not until in 1925 
that the famous French firm, the 
Latecoere Company, made a survey 
flight of Brazil, Argentina, Uru- 
guay, and Chili, that matters began 
to move rapidly towards the forma- 
tion of a network of airways cov- 
ering the whole of South and Cen- 
tral America. Latecoere have now, 
after the expenditure of large sums 
of money—essential to the carry- 
ing out of such a project—linked up 
France with South America by the 
establishment of a regular service 
between Marseilles (or Toulouse)— 
Casablanca—Daker (Senegal), 
thence to Pernambuco, down the 
coast to Montevideo, Buenos Aires 
and Valparaiso (Chili). 

This wonderful service at once, 
of course opened up the way for 
the establishment of feeder lines. 
Chili is now connected with Peru, 
Ecuador, and Colombia, Peru with 
Bolivia and Paraguay, and so on. 

The Central American States 
(mainly through the enterprise of 
United States concerns ) have de- 
veloped their air service in a sim- 
ilar manner, although here, of 
course, the distances to be covered 
are nothing like the same. 

This wonderful progress has, to 
all intents and purposes, taken 
place only during the last five 
years. German, French and Ameri- 
cans have all had a share in the 
work, both by the provision of 
craft and the operating of services. 
England, undoubtedly builders of 
the world’s best machines, seem to 
have been left at the post—one 
wonders, why? Although the main 
international lines are now operat- 
ing, the field for the exploitation of 
aircraft i is still enormous. In a few 
years’ time a line now connecting, 
say the capitals of Peru and Ecua- 
dor, will have feeder lines in all 
directions. 

We will now turn to the stamps 
issued in connection with the serv- 
ices and see how this extremely 


rapid expansion has affected the 


philatelic world—not only the aero 
section, because these air mail is- 
sues have revived to a large extent 
the interest in ordinary issues of 
South American Republics which 
has been noticeable by its absence 
for so long. 

The air stamps of South and Cen- 
tral America have been and still 
are such a profitable investment 
that they might well be termed the 
collectors’ happy hunting ground. 
Hardly a single stamp but has in- 
creased, and in most cases consid- 
erably, in value since its issue, and 
the reasons for this happy state 
of affairs are not hard to find. 
Firstly, the issues have been in 
small quantities—far too small 
for requirements often. Secondly, 
the issues are nearly always short- 
lived, not on account of any specu- 
lation on the part of the author- 
ities, but because, as lines become 
linked up, air post fees have to 
be adjusted. It must not be for- 
gotten that usually the operating 
companies receive the major por- 
tion of the fee paid the post office 
for carrying a letter, and that 
therefore with every new contract 
made a revision in denomination 
may be rendered necessary. 

Apart from these two reasons— 
sufficient in themselves—there is 
another, which may not be oper- 
ative in all cases however. It is 
indeed a fact, singular though this 
may be, that there has been little 
or no local speculation in these 
issues. Possibly the very high face 
value of many of the sets may have 
had a good deal to do with it. It 
is not very brave to hold up a thou- 
sand or so of a stamp costing 3d. 
It requires pluck and money to do 
the same with a set amounting to 
about 40/-. 

In this brief article it is possible 
to more than touch the fringe ofa 
large subject, but it is hoped that 
sufficient has been written to give 


ba 
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the reader an idea of the interest 
that lies in the history of these 
issues and their splendid prospects 
as an investment. 

Just one final word — Gibbons 
Catalogue, generally speaking, 
prices used stamps off covers at as 
much or even more than mint spec- 
imens. This is entirely out of 
accord with the market. Air post 
collectors will hardly look at a 
stamp unless it is either mint or 
used on entire cover.

A list of the officers, as well as 
Board of Directors and the Ban- 
quet Committee is found on the in- 
side page, opposite which is the 
menu and a list of the artists who 
furnished the entertainment for the 
members and guests. 

The back page lists the various 
standing committees of the club 
and at the bottom of the page is 
printed, “A. P. S. Convention— 
1932—Olympic Games—Los An- 
geles.” Indicating that this city 
wants the 1932 convention and we 
all know that the World Series 
Olympic Games for which the 
United States will issue a hand- 
some set of stamps, are scheduled 
for Los dietetic in 1932.

in the first or Civil War series issued 

from 1862 to 1871. Ten of the play- 
ing card Manufacturers designed and used 
their own private stamps from 1864 to 
1883. It is interesting to note the can- 
cellations of the New York Consolidated 
Card Company and that of A. Dougherty, 
who continued in business until June, 1930, 
at which time they merged and formed the 
Consolidated Dougherty Co., Inc. 

The Provisional Playing Card stamps of 
the World War period with their various 
surcharges and cancellations also form an 
interesting study.

Card playing is a relic of antiquity. 
The origin of playing cards is not definite- 
ly known, altho they have been used as a 
medium of amusement and chance, for 
hundreds of years. 

The first mention of their origin, 
“Das Guildin Spil” of the Ingold, 


is in 
printed 


in 1472, by G. Zainer. There are three 
chief opinions concerning their source: 


First, that they were a product of the 
East, introduced into Europe, by the 
Arabs, Saracens or Moors, by the way of 
Spain in 1379; Second, that they came 
from India, China or Egypt and were in- 
troduced into Europe by the Gypsies. It 
has been further claimed that they were 
used in China as early as 1120, having 
heen brought there from Hindustan, where 
they were played at a more earlier period. 
Third, that they originated in Germany or 
Italy. 
* * « 

The design, size and type of playing 
ecards, as well as the number of cards in 
each pack, have varied repeatedly in every 
country during the past five hundred years. 

* *¢ * 

As early as 1615, playing cards were 
recognized as a source of revenue in Eng- 
land. Sir Richard Conningsby was 
granted on July 20, 1615, patent letters 
entitling him to collect five shillings per 
gross on playing cards imported into Eng- 
land. 

The various revenue acts passed by the 
Federal Government during the Civil War 
imposed a tax on playing cards, and in 
the revenue act of Aug. 27, 1894, there 
was imposed a tax of two cents for and 
upon every pack of playing cards contain- 
ing not more than fifty-four cards manu- 
factured and sold or removed. A tax has 
been imposed continuously since that date 
at various rates, and under the revenue 
act of July 2, 1924, the rate was increased 
to ten cents per pack of playing cards not 
exceeding fifty-four cards.

NEW U. S. STAMPS 


The new 2c Red Cross Stamp, 
which will be issued about May 
21st—the 50th anniversary of the 
founding of the Red Cross, will be 
printed in red, black and white, 
not red, blue and white as has been 
rumored. It probably will appear 
in Washington only on first-day. 


The 2c stamp to be issued in Oc- 
tober in commemoration of the 
150th anniversary of the Battle of 
Yorktown, will be the size of the 
current special delivery stamp, and 
will have three portraits—Wash- 
ington (in the center), Rocham- 
beau, and de Grasse. Yorktown, 
of course, will have first day sale. 
It has not been determined whether 
it will be sold in other cities on 
first day of issue. It is understood 
that Wethersfield, Conn., has 
asked for first-day-sale, claiming 
that the plans which eventually led 
to the surrender of Cornwallis at 
Yorktown were made by Washing- 
ya and Rochambeau at Wethers- 
field. 


The George Washington Bi-Cen- 
tennial 4c, le, 1%4¢e, 2c, 3c, 4e, 5e, 
6c, 7c, 8c, 9c and 10¢c stamps will 
appear about January 2 F 1932. It 
is entirely probable, since it is the 
intention of the Post Office De- 
partment to promote interest in 
the Bi-Centennial Celebration, that 
the 1c, 1c, 2c, 3c, 4c, 5¢ and 10c, 
will be issued in both coils and 
sheets. Portraits of Washington 
have been selected for all denom- 
inations. No change has_ been 
made in the plan to issue all on 
the same day.

A fascination of cancel collect- 
ing is the wide field it offers for 
each collector to develop his col- 
lection according to his own notion. 

Each collection is to an extent 
exclusive, as the cancels one is 
lucky enough to secure to-day, 
may be obsolete to-morrow. 

Cancels put a premium on quick 
action. The live wire, acting 
promptly, gets ahead of the fellow 
who takes his time. 

On the other hand, if you miss 
one postmark, others equally as 
interesting are sure to pop up some 
other place. 

The trick is to locate and secure 
these postmarks while they are 
current. 

Don’t be disappointed if your 
cover is a dud. Plenty of these, 
but those that ring the bell more 
than compensate for the others.

The stories postmarks tell? 
Well, you can make your covers 
tell any story you wish. Listen to 
these: 

Mr. E. C. Lovell, Charlotte, N. 
C., has an interesting series of 
covers, posted from the birthplaces 
of the various presidents. 

For presidents born in the 
country, the cover was mailed 
from the county seat. Each cover 
is postmarked on an anniversary 
of the president’s birth, and, when 
possible, franked with a stamp 
bearing the president’s likeness. 
The cover also carries a_ photo- 
graph of the president, or of his 
birthplace, and other available 
items. 

Another series is posted from 
the capital of each state, on an 
anniversary of the state’s admis- 
sion to the Union, the covers bear- 
ing copies of the state’s seal and 
other data. 


Mr. W. J. Kirby, Dermott, Ark., 
collects covers posted on the va- 
rious anniversaries of his birth. 
An interesting idea. 

Forty years from now, what 
would your boy take for a series 
of covers postmarked on his birth- 
days, from the first, each cover 
franked with stamps current at 
the time, bearing his personal ad- 
dress and autographed by his dad? 

Build a collection for your boy, 
sending current covers in his name. 
In the years to come he will appre- 
ciate your thoughtfulness. 


Dispatches of April 20th stated 
that the town of Tipler, Wis., had 
been destroyed by fire. Covers 
mailed to Tipler on the 22nd re- 
turned on the 27th, canceled with 
a finger print smudge. An un- 
usual provisional. 


The Navy Mail Clerk of the U. 
S. S. Arizona applied a rubber 
stamp cachet, of his own making, 
to covers mailed during President 
Hoover’s recent cruise to the West 
Indies. Some cachets in red, others 
in black. 

The cachet reads as follows; 3 
lines; 


U. S. S. Arizona 
Presidential Cruise to the 
West Indies. 


Cancel used was a metal hand 
stamp, but on one cover, mailed 
March 19th, the cachet cancels the 
stamp. Certainly unusual. 

Covers mailed at Ponce, Porto 
Rico, and St. Thomas, V. I., are 
inscribed with the names of those 
ports, in addition to cachet. 

Suppose President Hoover had 
autographed a few of the covers, 
what wonderful Historical Souve- 
nirs!

Probably the most unusual U. S. 
S. Cancel is that used by the Fleet 
Mail Clerk on the Texas. A dealer 
states that he has seen but one 
copy of this postmark during the 
past two years. A rubber hand 
stamp, dated Jan. 16, 1930, reads 
“United States Fleet, Gtmo. Bay, 
Cuba.” A cancel dated April 15, 
1931, reads “U. S. Fleet Flagship, 
San Diego, California.” 





The celebration of the 33d anni- 
versary of the Battle of Manila 
Bay was scheduled to be held on 
board the U. S. S. Olympia, Ad- 
miral Dewey’s flagship, now at the 
Philadelphia Navy Yord, on Sun- 
day, April 26th. 

Bad weather caused the celebra- 
tion to be postponed, but a small 
number of covers, with the words 
“Dewey Day, Phila., Pa.” between 
bars of killer, were mailed from the 
U. S. S. Pensylvania, then at the 
Philadelphia Yard. 


Speaking of the value of post- 
marks; a last day Florida, without 
cachet is advertised at fifty cents; 
a first Chicago, with cachet at one 
dollar.

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RAG PAPER 


In the early days of the paper 
industry, all paper was made of 
rags. In these modern days most 
paper is made of wood pulp and 
even our bond papers are made of 
most anything except rags, except 
in the better and higher priced 
grades of bond paper. It is time 
the Bureau of Standards at Wash- 
ington set a standard by which 
bond papers can be judged by the 
public. Many of the highly featured 
and much advertised bond papers 
of today are of very little rag con- 
tent yet the average man noting 
the name bond paper, thinks they 
are good papers. 

Recently we had a letter from 
North Carolina, written on a sheet 
of cloth. The bank sending the let- 
ter had printed on it the informa- 
tion that the cloth was being used 
in place of paper to help the cot- 
ton planters. Now another such 
letter comes from the Chamber of 
Commerce at Fort Worth, Texas. 
It is of the standard size letter 
sheet, yet a clean white sized cloth 
with letter heading printed in two 
colors and a typewritten letter on 
it.

A NOVEL 
COVER 


Perhaps one of the 
most interesting cov- 
ers that has come to 
our desk for some time is a cover 
that is sent with the compliments 
of our good friend Roscoe B. Mar- 
tin of Forestville, N. Y. Mr. Mar- 
tin is a real enthusiast on covers, 
he never overlooks anything that 
can be noted on a cover.

Anyhow, the cover is fascinating 
and leads one to think of the pos- 
sibilities of picking up now and 
then other printed covers bearing 
their own name. One wonders 
how long it would take to get a 
collection together.
